Claims 1-14 are pending and under examination. Reconsideration of this application is 

requested in view of the foUowing remarks:

The Examiner objected to the Specification on two grounds. Applicants traverse each 

ground below. 

First, it is the Examiner's position that "[t]he specification contains sequence disclosures 
that are not identified by SEQ ID NO[s] (e.g., page 14, Unes 24-25 and page 15, lines 16-17)." 
See the Office Action, page 2, second paragraph. 

Apphcants respectfiilly Haverse. The two passages of the Specification at issue disclose 
four PGR primers. Applicants would Uke to point out that these primers, as well as other 
sequences disclosed in the Specification, are identified by SEQ ID NOs. See the amendments to 
the Specification submitted with Applicants' Response To Notice To Comply With 
Requirements For Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide And/Or Amino Acid Sequences 
mailed July 10, 2001 (copy attached hereto as "Exhibit A"). 

Second, the Examiner objected to AppUcants' previous amendment to the Specification at 
page? lines 21-28 for introducing newmatter. Seethe Office Action, page 6, lines 1-15. hi the 
sole interest of moving this case toward allowance, Applicants have deleted tiie alleged new 
matter, thereby rendering this objection moot
